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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches 
in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity— Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Ros- 
well Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. 
Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Qumer and their 
associates; be, and they are hereby made and constituted a body politic 
and corporate, by the name of the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their 
successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capab e o 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what 
nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter or change at 
pleasure; and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not 
exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, whatever may 
be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other 
officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make 
By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties of their officers 
and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of members, 
the time, the place, and manner of holding their meetings, the number 
necessary to form a quorum, and all other By-Laws and regulations 
the said Convention may deem necessary for the government and due 
regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects 
of said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant 
to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the 
Baptist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county _ of 
Middlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A.D. 1824, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly — That said corporation be hereafter called 
and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed twenty five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept and hold 
absolutely or as trustees, such funds as may be given, devised, or be- 
queathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may be desired 
by the instrument making such gift, devise or bequest, when such funds, 
or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit of 
said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 

CONVENTION 

(Adopted October 22, 1953) 

(Amended October 23, 1959) 

ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organization shall be THE CONNECTICUT 
BAPTIST CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. PURPOSE 

The purpose of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of 
the Gospel; the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches in Con- 
necticut; to promote the missionary, evangelistic, and educational programs 
of our State and American Baptist Conventions; to encourage, and aid 
those who have been called into special Christian service from our Bap- 
tist churches; to express the high moral and spiritual standards of our 
churches on public issues where moral or social standards are involved; 
to cooperate as fully as our faith and practice will permit in the great 
ecumenical program of Christian work and service conducted by our 
World, National, and State Councils of Churches. 


ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. Membership in this convention shall consist of all churches 
of Connecticut which are in accord with the purposes of the Convention 
as set forth in Article II, each such church having made a gift of record of 
funds to the Convention during the year last preceding the annual session 
being entitled to representation by its pastor and by one delegate for 
each hundred and each fraction of a hundred resident members and for 
each church school connected with it; provided, however, that no church 
shall have more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Section 2. All members of the National Boards and officers of the 
American Baptist Convention residing within the State, officers of this 
Convention, members of its Board of Managers, and members of all 
committees appointed in accordance with its By-Laws; and the President 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the American 
Baptist Men of Connecticut, and the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellow- 
ship shall be delegates, ex officio, to the sessions of this Convention, 
having all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 


ARTICLE IV. MEETINGS 

Section 1. The Annual session of the Convention shall begin on the 
third Wednesday in October of each year, but in an emergency, the 
Executive Committee of the Board of Managers may select an alternate 
date. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the 
direction of the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Pro- 
gram Committee, which shall have power to make arrangements for 
speakers, excepting the preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion 
the time to speakers as the different departments of the work may require, 
subject to the approval of the Convention. 
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Section 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the 
accepted rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be the same as 
that of the American Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE V. ELECTIVE OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Third Vice-President, a 
Treasurer who may be either a person or a bank, and a Recording 
Secretary who 1 shall be the Executive Secretary of the Convention. 

Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer, and the Recording 
Secretary, may be elected for two successive terms, after which they 
will not be eligible for re-election to the same office in the succeeding 
year. They shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session, or until then- 
successors have been chosen. The Treasurer and Recording Secretary 
shall be chosen by the Board of Managers. 

Section 3. The duties of the officers shall be such as in common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 

Section 4=. In the event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of 
President, the First Vice-President shall act as President. If the office of 
First Vice-President also becomes vacant, the Second Vice-President shall 
perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur in all these of- 
fices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect a President to 
serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal of an officer 
from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Section 5. Duties of Treasurer 

A. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the 
Convention; both invested and current, receiving and disbursing 
or investing the same as directed by the Finance Committee, 
keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Con- 
vention, and reporting and accounting to the Convention an- 
nually, and quarterly, if directed by the Finance Committee. 

B. The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Executive Secretary of the Board of Man- 
agers, and a listing of all such payments shall be given to the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee. 

C. The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in 
such sum as the Finance Committee may require. 

Section 6. Duties of Auditor. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of 
all financial agents of the Convention annually at the end of each fiscal 
year and report to the Convention through the Finance Committee; or 
quarterly, if the Committee shall require. 


ARTICLE VI. ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICERS 
Section 1. An Executive Secretary, a Director of Promotion and 
Evangelism, and a Director of Christian Education, and such additional 
staff as are deemed necessary for our work shall be chosen by the Board 
of Managers. 

Section 2. The terms and conditions of employment of any staff 
members shall be subject to the mutual agreement of the Board of Man- 
agers and these staff members. The retirement age of all staff personnel 
shall be age sixty-five (65) . The period of service may be extended by 
annual review for not more than three years upon recommendation to 
the Board of Managers by the Executive Committee excluding Staff 
Personnel. 
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Section 3. Duties of Executive Secretary. 

A. The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the 
Convention, under the authority of the Board of Managers and 
its Executive Committee. He shall attend all meetings of the 
Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, to advise con- 
cerning the work, but shall not have the right to vote. 

B. It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, 
particularly those aided by the Convention, as there shall be oppor- 
tunity, and to seek to lead them into increasing participation in 
the work of the denomination. 

C. With the authority of the Board of Managers or its Executive 
Committee, he may pledge financial aid to churches or mission- 
aries. With the consent of the chairman of the Finance Committee, 
he may expend a sum not in excess of $200.00 for emergency aid 
to churches or missionaries within the Convention. 

D. He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the publishing of The Connecticut Baptist. 

Section 4. Duties of the Director of Promotion and Evangelism. The 
Director of Promotion and Evangelism shall have the responsibility of di- 
recting the program of promotion as it relates to the Division of World 
Mission Support of the American Baptist Convention, and shall be charged 
with the responsibility of directing a program of evangelism for the State 
Convention and local churches, and cooperate in the total convention 
program. He shall report regularly to the Convention. 

Section 5. Duties of the Director of Christian Education. The Director 
of Christian Education shall supervise the work and program of Christian 
Education within the State, and cooperate in the total convention program. 
He shall report regularly to the Convention. 

Section 6. Other Staff Officers. Additional staff members shall serve 
under the direction of the Executive Secretary, subject to the terms of 
their employment. 


ARTICLE VII. CONVENTION COMMITTEES 
Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annual session : 

A. Committee on Place and Preacher for the next session, con- 
sisting of five members. 

B. Program Committee for the next session, consisting of seven 
or more members, including the President of the Convention, 
Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, American Bap- 
tist Men of Connecticut, and the Connecticut Baptist Youth 
Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of the Convention, and the 
pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and 
Members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member 
from each association, elected by the association (at their annual 
meetings) . The member from the association in which the annual 
session of the Convention is to be held shall be chairman. Vacan- 
cies on the committee shall be filled by appointment by the 
President of Convention. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of 
three members. 

E. Obituary Committee, consisting of a member from each as- 
sociation. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six or more members 
representing all the associations.

State Convention 


Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appoint- 
ed by the President, who shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. 


ARTICLE VIII. BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of all 
elected officers of the Convention; and forty-five (45) additional members 
chosen by ballot at each annual session of the Convention for term of 
three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of the elective 
members expire each year. 

Section 2. Members of the Board of Managers, other than the elec- 
tive officers, may serve for two successive terms of three years each,. or 
a total of six years only; after which they shall not be eligible for election 
to the same office in the succeeding year. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, when a person, the President of the Woman’s 
Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, the President of the American 
Baptist Men of Connecticut, the President of the Connecticut Baptist 
Youth Fellowship, the moderators of all associations, the Superintendent 
of the Pierce Baptist Home, and such representatives of national so- 
cieties of the American Baptist Convention as shall be appointed by 
them to serve on the Committee on Missionary Cooperation, shall be, ex 
officio, members of the Board. 

Section 4. The elective membership of the Board of Managers shall 
be divided as nearly equally as practicable between ministers, laymen, and 
laywomen. 

Section 5. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the 
authority of the Convention when the latter is not in session unless other- 
wise limited by these By Laws. 

Section 6. Meetings of Board Managers. 

A. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the 
year, as follows; one within a month after the adjournment of 
the annual session of the Convention; one on a date in April or 
May, determined by itself; and one on the opening day of the next 
annual session of the Convention. 

B. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, 
and shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five 
members of the Board. 

C. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, shall 
be considered as creating a vacancy. Removal of a member from 
the State shall automatically create a vacancy. The Board shall 
have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership between 
annual sessions of the Convention. 

D. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In 
his absence the order of ascendency to the chairmanship shall 
be: First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, Third Vice-Pres- 
ident. If no one of these officers is present, the Recording Secre- 
tary shall convene the meeting which will proceed to elect a 
chairman pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

E. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its proceedings. 

Section 7. Duties. 

A. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the 
Convention between sessions and have supervision of all the 
work of the Convention. It shall have power to appoint all neces- 
sary administrative staff members, an auditor, and a treasurer 
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who may be either a person or a bank of approved standing, 
and such agents as may be needed properly to conduct the work 
of the Convention, fixing the salary of the same, and requiring 
bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for 
the aid of churches, and payment of the salaries of missionaries 
and other workers in accordance with the rules laid down in 
these By-Laws. 

B. Authority in all financial and business matters shall rest 
with the Board, including the investment of funds, the raising 
and spending of money for the work of the Convention, and the 
preparation and supervision of an annual budget providing for 
the work of all departments. 

C. The Board shall act as agent of the Division of World Mis- 
sion Support of the American Baptist Convention for raising and 
remitting money in the State for the Unified Budget of the 
American Baptist Convention on terms to be mutually arranged. 

D. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be mutually 
acceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to under- 
take work in this State. 

E. At the first meeting after the annual session of the Conven- 
tion, the Board shall appoint the following standing committees, 
membership on which is not restricted wholly to Board members: 

1. Finance Committee, consisting of six members and the 
President. 

2. Maintenance Committee of three members consisting of a 
layman, a laywoman and a minister. 

3. Committee on Christian Education of seven or more members. 

4. Committee on Christian Higher Education of five or more 
members. 

5. Publicity Committee of five or more members. 

6. Committee on Church Welfare, Planning and Research of 
seven or more members. 

7. Committee on Evangelism consisting, as far as practicable, of 
one member from each association. 

8. Committee on Social Action of five or more members. 

9. Committee on Stewardship of five or more members. 

10. Committee on Missionary Cooperation, consisting of nine or 
more members. In addition to the Woman’s Baptist Mission 
Society of Connecticut, each national society of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Convention, shall have the right to appoint one 
member who shall be, ex officio, a member of the committee. 

11. Executive Committee, consisting of seventeen or more mem- 
bers including the President, the three Vice-Presidents, the 
chairmen of all standing committees of the Board, and ex 
officio, the President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, the President of the American Baptist Men 
of Connecticut, and the President of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Youth Fellowship. 

F. A report of its transactions shall be made by the Board an- 
nually at the Convention. 
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ARTICLE IX. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 


Section 1. Finance. 

A. The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all monies of the Convention and the investing of 
trust funds, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 
The Executive Secretary may issue orders upon the Treasurer for 
the payment of monies upon authorization of the Board or its 
Executive Committee. 

B. The Committee shall not permit any funds of the Convention 
to be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, member of the Board of 
Managers, or any corporation or business enterprise in which any 
of them is personally interested; or permit the use or handling of 
permanent funds belonging to the Convention in any way other 
than authorized by the Board of Managers, except scholarship 
funds of the Convention now administered by the Committee on 
Christian Higher Education. 

C. The Committee shall see that financial agents of the Con- 
vention make their reports covering the same period. 

D. The Committee shall keep accurate minutes of its business 
and report its transactions to the Board of Managers, and make 
such reports as may be requested to the Convention, in conjunction 
with the Treasurer’s statements. 

Section 2. Committee on Maintenance 

A. The Committee on Maintenance shall be responsible for the 
inspection and maintenance of the Convention property, including 
the Convention Headquarters building and grounds and the staff 
residences which we now own or may acquire. Alteration, additions 
or improvements shall be approved by this committee. They shall 
have the authority to spend the appropriations provided for this 
work in the Convention budget. 

B. The Committee shall secure necessary personnel for the main- 
tenance of the property and set up any necessary rules or regula- 
tions governing its use. 

Section 3. Committee on Christian Education. 

A. The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work 
of Christian Education in its various phases, including Church 
School and youth activities, teacher training, church vacation 
schools, and all other lines of instruction and study included 
in a comprehensive and balanced program of Christian Educa- 
tion for the local church. 

B. The Committee shall maintain cooperation with the Board of 
Education and Publication of the American Baptist Convention. 

C. The Committee shall approve all Christian education pro- 
grams before they may be promoted in the State in the name of 
the Convention, except those under the supervision of the Commit- 
tee on Christian Higher Education. 

D. The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
session. 

Section 4. Committee on Christian Higher Education. 

A. The Committee on Christian Higher Education shall: 

1. Work with Baptist students in the schools and colleges of our 
State and shall promote the Baptist Student Movement. 
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2. Promote Theological Education and the recruitment of full 
time Christian workers. 

3. Promote conferences on Christian and church-related vo- 
cations and on the in-service training of ministers in con- 
sultation with the State Permanent Council. 

4. Promote the Institutional Budget. 

5. Supervise and allocate the scholarships given by the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Convention. 

B. The Committee shall maintain cooperation with the Board of 
Education and Publication of the American Baptist Convention. 

C. The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
session. 

Section 5. Committee on Publicity and Public Relations. The Com- 
mittee on Publicity and Public Relations shall have charge of the publi- 
cation of The Connecticut Baptist, appointing a business manager and co- 
operating with him or her in circulating this journal as widely as possible. 
It shall undertake also the distribution of such literature as will acquaint 
the churches with the work and needs of the Convention. 

Section 6. Committee on Church Welfare Planning and Research. 

The Committee on Church Welfare, Planning, and Research 
shall have the following functions : 

1. It shall be charged with the development of all appropriate 
surveys and research connected with parish evaluations, the 
planning of new churches, city mission projects, relocation of 
churches, discontinuance of churches and missions. 

2. It shall recommend all appropriations to the Board of Man- 
agers of the Connecticut Baptist Convention for work done 
under its supervision. 

3. It shall consider all requests for aid from member-churches 
of the Convention. 

4. It shall be responsible for maintaining relations with the Plan- 
ning and Strategy Committee of the Connecticut Council of 
Churches. 


Section 7. Committee on Evangelism. The Committee on Evangelism 
shall serve as the medium through which the Convention shall cooperate 
with the churches in promoting evangelism in the State. It shall seek 
particularly to lead in evangelistic endeavor in the churches aided by 
the Convention, reporting to the Convention at the annual session. 


Section 8. Committee on Social Action. The Committee on Social 
Action shall represent the Convention, subject to the direction of the 
Board of Managers, in measures of cooperation with social agencies and 
the social action departments of other religious organizations; and, from 
time to time, shall bring to the attention of the Convention causes merit- 
ing consideration. 

Section 9. The Committee on Stewardship. 

A. The Committee on Stewardship shall serve as the means 
through which the Convention shall promote the idea of Christian 
Stewardship (among the churches of the Convention) as “the 
practice of systematic and proportionate giving of time, abilities 
and material possession, based on the conviction that these are 
a trust from God to be used in His service and for the benefit of 
all mankind.” 
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B. The Committee shall maintain a close cooperation with De- 
partment of Stewardship of the Division of World Mission Support 
of the American Baptist Convention for the purpose of using the 
many resources of literature, drama, visual aids and publicity 
which are at our disposal. 


C. The Committee shall cooperate with the Committees on Mis- 
sionary Cooperation and Publicity whenever the need becomes 
necessary that, in the work of our Convention, we may practice 
Christian stewardship. 

Section 10. Committee on Missionary Cooperation. The Committee on 
Missionary Cooperation, subject to the authority of the Board of Managers, 
shall direct the cooperative relationship of the Convention with the Divi- 
sion of World Mission Support of the American Baptist Convention, and 
all work arising therefrom commonly embraced under the head of pro- 
motion according to the terms of the agreement with the Division of World 
Mission Support, rendering annually to the Convention and the Division 
such reports as may be required. 

Section 11. Executive Committee. 

A. The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in Decem- 
ber or January, and in June or July, and shall hold special 
meetings, whenever necessary, at the call of the President. It shall 
transact all business arising between meetings of the Board of 
Managers and pass on all applications for aid from churches not 
acted on by the Board; provided, however, that no contract or 
agreement made by the committee shall remain in force beyond 
the time of the next meeting of the Board of Managers, unless 
approved by the Board, except in matters which have been referred 
to it with power. It shall make a full report of all transactions 
to the Board of Managers. Seven (7) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

B. All standing committees named in this article shall keep 
accurate and complete records of their proceedings in permanent 
form and make reports to the Board of Managers when necessary. 

Section 12. Committee on Reorganization of the Board of Managers. 
Within one week after the annual election of members to the Board of 
Managers, the President shall name a committee of five members from 
the Board who, together with the Executive Secretary, shall organize the 
committees of the Board of Managers, naming the personnel and the chair- 
man of each committee. They shall report at the first regular meeting 
of the Board following the annual election. 


ARTICLE X. COMMISSION ON RELATIONS WITH OTHER CHURCH 

ORGANIZATIONS 

The President shall appoint, each year, the number of delegates re- 
quired to represent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches, 
one of which shall be nominated by the Committee on Church Welfare, 
Planning and Research (merged committee of the Town and Country 
Committee and City Committee) , and this person shall serve as our 
representative on the Planning and Strategy Committee of the Con- 
necticut Council of Churches. These delegates shall constitute a commission 
of the Convention in matters relating to our cooperation with this organ- 
ization, and other denominational or ecumenical church bodies. In all 
matters requiring a commitment of the Convention, final approval shall 
be given by the Board of Managers or the Executive Committee. 
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ARTICLE XI. RULES GOVERNING APPROPRIATIONS 

Section 1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their 
quarterly reports to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All ap- 
propriations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application for 
aid will be considered until the report of the churches has been received. 
Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in October, 
January, April, and July. 

Section 2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made 
to churches only when such churches have settled pastors, when they have 
made, within the year preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget 
of the American Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied 
the Board of Managers that their methods of raising funds are systematic 
and adapted to obtaining the largest possible support from their local 
constituencies. 

Section 3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in 
the judgment of the Board of Managers, the pastor of the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is, therefore, required that any church 
without a pastor applying for aid shall confer with the Executive Secre- 
tary before the choice and settlement of a pastor. 

Section 4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made to- 
ward the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Board of Managers shall have been obtained; and in all cases where 
such appropriations amount to $500.00, or more, the church or society so 
aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the property, 
which shall be held by the Convention until such time as the Board of 
Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 


ARTICLE XII. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council consisting of 
nine members appointed by the President of the Convention for three 
years, and so far as practicable, representing all the associations and so 
constituted that the terms of one-third of the members shall expire an- 
nually. Three members of the Council shall be laymen and the Executive 
Secretary of the Convention shall be, ex officio, a member. The chairman 
of the Council shall be named annually by the President of the Conven- 
tion. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Council to invite candidates for 
ordination to review the standards of ordination of both the Baptist State 
Ministers’ Council, and the American Baptist Ministers’ Council. When 
requested to do so by any pastor or church group of this Convention, it 
shall send representatives to confer on matters relating to the relationships 
of pastors and congregations or on matters pertaining to the relationship 
of the Church to the Convention. 


ARTICLE XIII. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws may be altered, amended, or repealed by a three-fourths 
vote of the delegates present, and voting, provided that the alteration, 
amendment, or repeal is recommended by the Board of Managers, or notice 
of such change is submitted to the churches in writing three months prior to 
the annual session of the Convention, at which such proposed change will 
be presented.

Thursday Morning - October 19 

The 138th annual meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Convention 
was called to order by the president, the Rev. Heyward M. Foreman 
who is also pastor of the host church. The Rev. Samuel R. Binch of 
First Church, New Haven, was song leader. The “Meditative Preludes” 
for the worship services were prepared by the Rev. J. Stanton Conover, 
president of the Ministers’ Council. Rev. Paul D. Schoonmaker of Jewett 
City led the devotions. Prayer was given by the Rev. Dr. Clayton F. Smith 
of Central Church, Hartford, who also preached the annual sermon, 
“An Uncommon Faith.” 

At the business session the Rev. Hal M. Helms, co-chairman, pre- 
sented the report of the program committee. It was voted that the printed 
program become the order of business for the day and that the program 
committee be named the committee on the order of the day. Rev. Richard 
S. McPhee, assistant pastor, welcomed the convention for the host church. 

It was voted that the Convention, through the executive secretary, 
send love and best wishes to the Rev. William T. Murphy, Jr., who is ill. 

Rev. Howard E. May, chairman, presented the report of the Christian 
Social Progress Committee. Mr. May stated that he would like to have 
this committee as representative as possible and invited anyone wishing 
to come on the committee to let him know. Mr. Foreman presented 
the mimeographed reports of the Church Welfare, Planning and Re- 
search Committee, Rev. Dr. Clayton F. Smith, chairman; the Evangelism 
Committee, Rev. Richard B. Hardy, chairman; and the Maintenance 
Committee, Mr. William T. Lepper, chairman. Rev. Frederick R. Bruce, 
chairman, presented the report of the Committee on Missionary Co- 
operation’ and moved that the convention adopt as a Unified Budget 
goal for 1962, $197,000. This was voted., Rev. Hal M. Helms, chairman, 
presented the report of the Stewardship Committee. 

Rev. Dr. Merle H. Mason, chairman, presented the report of the 
Permanent Council. The Council has two concerns: (1) standards of 
ordination; (2) churches who might have problems in which they 
would seek the help of the convention. In this respect the Council has 
had no calls this past year except to help the Ledyard-Gales Ferry group 
start a new church. 
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Rev, Mr. Helms, chairman, reported for the Commission on Relations 
with Other Church Organizations. The Rev. Howard E May moved that 
all reports be received. Voted. 

At 11:20 the Rev. Harold B. Keir, General Secretary, spoke con- 
cerning the work of the Connecticut Council of Churches. The Council 
is not an independent, autonomous body but rather an instrument of the 
Church as administered through the denominational organizations or 
members of the Church. There is need to study the mission and nature 
of the Church. Different denominations have different viewpoints and 
they must come to understand other points of view. Mr. Keir raised the 
question of sharing the program of one denomination with others and 
used our Baptist Jubilee Advance as an example. The National Council 
of Churches is trying to coordinate denominational programs. The 
program of the Connecticut Council is undergoing scrutiny. Mr. Keir 
spoke of programs which can be done more effectively by churches 
through a Council, such as radio and TV programs, chaplaincies in insti- 
tutions and jails, migrant workers, etc. There are now one hundred work- 
ers every Sunday in these areas but there is need for more personnel. 
The responsibility of financing the work of the Council belongs to the 
member denominations. 

The Rev. Donald A. Robinson, announcer for “Radio Station CBC” 
brought spot newscasts all during the convention. He reminded us that, 
“Sixty-four Baptist churches sent campers to Camp Wightman this past 
summer and over 1100 individuals made use of the camp.” Mr. 
Robinson interviewed Rev. Dr. O. H. McDonald, secretary for Institution- 
al Ministries of the American Baptist Home Mission Societies, who 
brought birthday greetings from some 90 homes and hospitals on the 
occasion of the 10th anniversary of the Pierce Memorial Baptist Home. 
Mr. McDonald said Baptist churches in Connecticut have 6000 members 
past 65 years of age, of whom 600 are in their 80’s and 90’s. 

Following the convention hymn the Rev. Dr. Robert E. Slaughter, 
minister of the First Baptist Church of Arlington, Massachusetts, led 
the convention in worship. His subject was “Our Concept of God.” He 
said that innumerable Christians have a sub-concept of God and quoted 
St. Augustine, “Without God, man cannot — -without man, God will not.” 
The Rev. Heyward Foreman pronounced the benediction.. 

A cafeteria lunch was served by the host church., 

Thursday Afternoon 

At 1:55 p.m. “CBC Radio Station” came on the air again with Mr. 
Robinson interviewing Mr. C. Stanton Gallup, former president of both 
the Connecticut and the American Baptist Conventions. The Rev. C. 
Burtis Crooks, Jr., pastor at Voluntown, opened the afternoon session 
with scripture and prayer. Mr. Elwood Stewart, Second Vice-President, 
presided. 

The “Connecticut Baptist Convention Story” was told by various 
people. The Rev. Major L. Johnson, Director of Promotion and 
Evangelism, told of “Reaching the Unchurched” through our American 
Baptist World Mission. The new name for Commission on Missionary 
Cooperation is “Division of World Mission Support.” There are 6,227 
A. B. C. churches with 1,548,795 members. The total world mission 
giving was $13,224,560 for 1960. The Connecticut Convention has 117 
churches with 30,706 members who gave $179,642.31. Mr. Johnson spoke 
of our evangelism program through the Baptist Jubilee Advance. He 
reported that 21 churches participate in the group subscription plan for 
the Connecticut Baptist. Work is progressing on our national headquarters 
at Valley Forge and churches will have until next spring to better 
our giving to the Valley Forge Forward Fund. During the American 
Baptist Convention sessions, May 23-27, 1962 at Philadelphia, there will 
be a dedication of Valley Forge headquarters on Saturday afternoon. 
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Mr. Robinson gave a radio spot announcement boosting Missions 
Magazine. 

Rev. F,. William Ortolf, Director of Christian Education, presented 
his portion of the “Convention Story” with “Experiences of Christian 
Learning — Year ’Round and Summer.” He introduced the Rev. Floyd 
LaBombard, chairman of the Christian Education Committee, who told 
of the Spring Training Conference, Curriculum Workshop and Vacation 
School Workshops for training denominational leadership. Miss Ruth 
Teasdale, Field Representative of the Board of Education and Publi- 
cation of the American Baptist Convention, told of our Judson teaching 
materials which are Bible-centered, Christ-centered and pupil-centered. 
The Camp Wightman program was presented, showing the influence the 
camp has in the lives of the campers, but stressing the need for more 
counselors and more financial support from our churches,. Mr. Ortolf 
expressed thanks to Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Cathcart, Camp Wightman 
grounds superintendent and assistant cook, respectively. Rev. Fred 
Trevorrow, chairman of the Trustees of the Baptist Camps of Connecti- 
cut, Inc., presented his report as mimeographed and urged churches 
to put the camp in their annual budgets. 

Rev. Warren Molton, chairman, reported for the Christian Higher 
Education Committee. The committee is attempting to meet the needs 
of Baptist young people on college campuses, where so many drift away 
and do not return to our Baptist churches. This year we have two Yale 
Divinity Students who are helping to carry on this work. The committee 
has met with Baptist leaders in order to more intelligently use CHEC 
money which will return to Connecticut. The committee has administered 
a total of 15 scholarships which amounted to $4,050. A Roger Williams 
Fellowship has been established in New London. A college-town pastor 
conference was held with Rev. Dr. M. Parker Burroughs. Last spring 
a retreat for Yale students was held at Camp Wightman. 

Another radio spot announcement by Mr. Robinson urged listeners 
to “Keep informed — read the Connecticut Baptist.” 

“Our Concern for Sunset Years” section of the “Convention Story” 
was presented by Mrs. Amasa D. Pierce, chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the Pierce Memorial Baptist Home, and Mrs. Harley R. 
Nelson, Superintendent. The Home is celebrating its 10th birthday and 
a huge wooden birthday cake, made by C. Stanton Gallup and frosted by 
Mrs. Nelson, was unveiled. The ten candles were lit while the events of 
each year were narrated by Rev. Dr. Clayton Smith and Mr. Gallup. 
Three extra candles at the top of the cake were lit in memory of 
Mr. Amasa D. Pierce, Rev. Harley R. Nelson, and Mrs. William B. 
Lawson. Rev. Mr. Robinson made another radio spot announcement 
featuring the coming Pierce Home Harvest Festival and asked the 
churches to remember the Home with gifts of food and money. 

Following the hymn Rev. Dr. Clayton Smith, chairman of the 
Committee on Church Welfare, Planning and Research, told his part of 
the story, “Catching up with our Challenges.” Just yesterday afternoon 
the committee met in the host church to explore the need for a church 
in the Saybrook area. In the exhibit room there is an exhibit of the 
study of the Bridgeport area by Rev. Dr. Albert W. Sheckells, pastor of 
First Church, under the guidance of Rev. Harvey A. Everett of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Societies. There are three possibilities: 
(1) remain and serve the type of people they do now; (2) seek to minister 
to the community; (3) leave and find another area to serve. The com- 
mittee is istill working with the Ledyard-Gales Ferry group helping them 
to start a church. The Rev. Axel Heath is working as a part-time 
pastor in the Banksville situation. 

The Rev. Mr. Titus, executive secretary, concluded the “Convention 
Story” with a chapter on “Toward a more Effective Ministery.” He 
mentioned the work of the Permanent Council, under the Rev. Dr. Merle 
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Mason, toward this end. Mr. Titus reported that the Rev. Dr. Mark Rich 
will be the director of the Continuing Education Committee, a pilot 
project in New England under the direction of the American Baptist 
Convention with the aid of GHEC funds. The convention voted a Pastoral 
Salary Plan at the 1960 Convention which is to be implemented by 
laymen. Mr. Everett Patterson presented the plan which would have a 
basic $4,500 cash salary, with car or travel allowance, M. and M. bene- 
fits, etc. Churches are asked to participate at the rate of 1% to 2% of 
their current expense budgets, the plan to be administered by the 
convention through the Church Welfare, Planning and Research Com- 
mittee. The American Baptist Men of Connecticut have volunteered 
their services to get the plan before the churches. Churches are urged to 
begin supporting this plan at the earliest possible date. 

Another radio spot announcement featured Camp Wightman — “Who 
will be a counselor to fill the shoes of counselors who cannot return to 
camp next year?” 

The report of the treasurer, the Hartford National Bank and Trust 
Company, was given by Mr. Samuel S. Fuller, bank representative. He 
reported that, on authorization of the Finance Committee and the Board 
of Managers, the bank had sold for the convention about $100,000 low 
yielding insurance stocks to buy other istocks which have a higher yield. 
It was voted that the treasurer’s report be accepted. 

Mr. C. Stanton Gallup, immediate past-president of the American 
Baptist Convention, introduced the afternoon speaker, Rev. Dr. Warner 
R. Cole, new president of the A. B. C. Mr. Cole said the churches of the 
American Baptist Convention are at a critical point. We are challenged 
about what we do in our political, social, cultural and educational life. As 
we face B.J.A. and CHEC,, two of the greatest challenges which have come 
to us, we will have to find the answer. Christianity is not religion — it is 
divine revelation. We can answer this challenge by making our whole 
life a sacrifice. 

The Rev. Holger Schluntz presented the report of the nominating 
committee. The report was accepted and the officers and board of 
managers were elected as presented. 

Rev. Allan McGaw presented the resolutions in mimeographed 
form to be acted upon Friday morning. 

At 4:30 the Religious Drama Group of the Andover Newton 
Theological School, under the direction of Rev. Vincent deGregoris, 
presented the drama, “Roger Williams and Mary,” by Albert Johnson. 

At 6:15 the All-Convention Banquet was held in the church dining 
room. The Rev. Wade D. Hiltabidel was toastmaster., Following the meal 
the diners were entertained by the Senior Choir of the New Britain 
High School under the direction of Mr. Albert Latham. New pastors and 
their wives were introduced by the Rev. Carleton Worcester, president 
of the Ministers’ Council. The banquet speaker was Mr. C. Stanton 
Gallup, past- president of the American Baptist Convention. Dr. Terrell 
pronounced the benediction. 

Friday Mornng - October 20 

First Vice-President, Mrs. Amasa D. Pierce, presided at the morning 
session. Following the “Meditative Prelude,” the Rev. Edward E. Chipman 
of East Killingly read the scripture and offered the prayer. 

Miss Hazel Shank, Administrative Secretary for Thailand and Burma, 
gave the missionary address. 

Radio announcer Robinson made a spot announcement for the 

Crusader Magazine. 
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Rev. Allan McGaw, chairman, presented the first five resolutions as 
mimeographed and moved their adoption. They were approved. The Rev. 
Howard May, chairman of the Christian Social Progress Committee, 
presented resolutions 6 through 10. After much discussion it was voted 
to adopt resolutions 6, 7, 8, and 10, with resolution #9 to be rewritten by 
the committee and brought in for action at the afternoon session. In the 
afternoon the resolution was adopted with a correction and a deletion. 
(Corrected copy of resolutions on file in convention office.) Three new 
resolutions were brought to the convention at this time, #11 on narcotics, 
#12 on cooperative Christianity and #13 on nuclear testing. All three 
were adopted. It was moved that the executive secretary send copies of 
the corrected resolutions to the proper persons. 

The annual Memorial Service was conducted by the Rev. Wade 
Hiltabidel. Rev. Samuel Binch sang, “Seek Ye the Lord.” 

Following the hymn and scripture read by Rev. Mr. Foreman,, the 
convention was again led in worship by Rev. Dr., Slaughter. His topic 
was “Our Concept of God — Jesus.” Mr. Foreman pronounced the benedic- 
tion. 

A cafeteria lunch was served by the host church. 


Friday Afternoon 

The afternoon session was presided over by Rev. Dr. Julian A. Taylor, 
Third Vice-President. Radio announcer Robinson interviewed the Rev. 
Gerald Boyce, representative from the American Bible Society. Rev. 
Irving W. Lindenblad of Montowese Church, North Haven, read scripture 
and offered prayer. 

The Rev. Harvey A. Everett, Director of Church Strategy, Ameri- 
can Baptist Home Mission Societies, was the afternoon speaker. He 
presented an interesting and detailed picture of Connecticut, show- 
ing population growth projected to 1975, the industrial climate where 
1 1/3 million people will be in the work force, 1% of them married 
women. He predicted 75,000 would be making arms in 1975 which could 
destroy the world. 

The church will need to re-evaluate what it will do in these changing 
situations. Connecticut is tops in personal income. Churches must be 
alert to urban renewal projects that might affect their future. If Connect- 
icut Baptists continue to grow at the same rate, there should be 51,000 
by 1971, or an average net growth of almost 1,400 members per year 
(26 members each Sunday). Each church must gain at least eleven 
members to hold its own. 

One of the priorities of the Board of Managers of the Convention is 
the adequate churching of the state. Part of the responsibility is to 
confront some of these churches and tell them their mission is finished 
in their particular location and they should relocate in some other area. 
“Six out of ten of the churches in this state have not, within the past 
five years, had any young person answer the call of God to enter the 
Gospel ministry.... Why? Is the sense of urgency and the missionary 
cause of the Church of Jesus Christ so inadequate that there is no need 
to challenge anyone to go into it? If your church does not send at least 
one person in the next five years then you have no right to expect to 
have a pastor after that time!” 

Mr. Everett suggested that the state convention have a long-range 
plan, that the associations concern themselves with the needs in each 
area and make a master plan. Rural fringe areas need a whole new 
ministery. Mr. Everett is the co-author of “Meet Mrs. Jones, Typical 
American Baptist.” 
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It was voted to accept the report of the chairman of the Place and 
Preacher Committee for the 1962 convention, Rev. Alf red Bernadt, Sr. 
The convention will be held at Central Church, Norwich with the Rev. 
Frederick R. Bruce the convention preacher. 

President Pierce read the appointment of her standing committees: 
Permanent Council, Program, Relations with Other Church Organizations, 
Place and Preacher. 

Mr. Everett G. Patterson, president, reported for the American Baptist 
Men of Connecticut and Mrs. William O. Gardiner, president, for the 
Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. Peter Young, vice- 
president of the Baptist Youth Fellowship and a member of the First 
Church, New Britain, presented the report of the BVF which was 
accepted. 

Following the hymn the Rev. Irving Lindenblad pronounced the 
benediction. 

At 4:00 p.m. the Ministers’ Wives Fellowship held their annual tea. 
Simultaneous banquets were held at 6:15 for the men, women and youth. 

President Foreman presided at the closing session, Friday evening. 
The BYF State Council led in “Worship with Youth.” Stuart Johnson was 
the narrator and Heather Williams the worship leader, together with 
a speaking choir of six voices. Following an anthem by the choir of the 
First Church, New Britain, Mrs. Titus presented an orchid to Mrs. Pierce. 

Mr. Harry B. Qualman, a senior at George Washington University 
and a member of the Community Church, Norwalk, spoke on “ ‘Operation 
Crossroads’ — a Summer in Africa.” Africa is a neglected but developing 
continent with modern cities and under-developed villages. There are 
many forces at work today in Africa. Mr. Qualman closed with the 
thought that you can leave Africa but Africa will never leave you. 

The local committees in charge of the convention were presented 
and gave their reports. The motion was made and voted to adjourn the 
138th annual session of the convention following the benediction. 

A drama by Herbert Crumb, “The Eleven Crosses,” produced by 
the New Britain Church Drama Group, brought the convention to a close. 

President Foreman pronounced the benediction. 
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REPORTS TO THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 
IN ANNUAL SESSION AT NEW BRITAIN, 
OCTOBER 19, 20, 1961 

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
Rev. Nicholas Titus 


A full year has rolled by since I was installed as your Executive 
Secretary, It has been a year of getting my feet behind my desk, my 
elbows on your pulpits, and my car rubber across your pavements. It 
has been a year of speech-making and ceremony-attending. There 
have been face-to-face sessions with pulpit committees, planning commit- 
tees, and preachers. Hardly a Sunday has gone by without two, and some- 
times three, appointments. 

I have represented our Convention at meetings of the American 
Baptist Convention, the Connecticut Council of Churches, the New Eng- 
land Council on the Ministry, and Cophilany. I am coming to learn that 
a state convention is the place where the channels of communication flow 
between the local churches and the larger gi'oupings in our denomination- 
al and ecumenical life. 

The Mission to Ministers and the Pastors’ Conversations brought 
our ministers together in the kind of sharing experience which enriched 
everyone who attended. The Ministers’ Retreat and the Pastors-Laymen 
Seminar gave further opportunities for this rich fellowship and exchange 
of ideas. Our women, too, enjoyed their retreat experience at Camp 
Wightman. 

I am hoping that our Convention House at 100 Bloomfield Avenue can 
be used as a weekend retreat center, for both pastors and laymen. 
The intimate, face-to-face encounter with each other and with God can 
do much toward helping us to understand ourselves and our role as 
laymen or pastors. 

A number of churches have responded to the appeal to put the 
Pastoral Salary Plan in their budgets. As the Pastoral Salary Fund grows, 
it will be possible to assist churches in reaching the minimum goal of 
$4,500 and parsonage as provided for in the plan. Brochures have been 
mailed to every church. Laymen stand ready to assist in the interpre- 
tation of the plan to church groups. 

Some churches, on their own, are beginning to take a more realistic 
look at the salary they are paying their ministers. 

This year saw the birth of a new church at Ledyard-Gales Ferry. We 
can be proud of this “blessed event.” On the other hand, we can also 
raise the question about the continued nurture and help we must give the 
“baby” church so that it will grow into an actively witnessing member 
of the body of Christ. 

We can also raise the question about extending our witness as Baptists 
in our state. How do new Baptist churches get started? Who starts them? 
How many families are needed? How much money? These questions 
in the area of church extension are going to be considered seriously by 
our Committee on Church Welfare Planning and Research as we take 
a closer look at the population growth in Connecticut. There is also a 
growing sense of responsibility on the part of associations in the matter 
of church extension. 

Some of us feel there is a need for a staff person who could give full 
time to church extension. This person would meet with interested people 
in an area which needs a Baptist church. He would help them ascertain 
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whether or not they really want a Baptist church in their community. 
He would guide them as they take the necessary steps in the formation of 
the kind of fellowship which will ultimately result in a new church. This 
full-time leadership in the area of church extension is not possible at the 
present time, due to the limitations of our convention budget. 

We are fortunate, however, to have a new pastor in our state who 
has had considerable experience in the church extension work of our 
American Baptist Convention. We may be able to work out an arrange- 
ment for some of his time to be given to our state on a consulting basis. 

Our camping program is growing both in numbers and in quality. 
Wherever I travel I hear favorable comments about Camp Wightman 
both from campers and parents. It was my privilege to visit most of 
the camps and conferences at Camp Wightman this summer. We are 
indebted to the volunteer counselors and the dedicated student and 
adult staff for the splendid work they do throughout the summer months. 

The Tenth Anniversary Celebration at the Pierce Memorial Home 
and the dedication of the new organ brought together our Baptist 
family in a fitting testimonial and tribute to the Home. Dr. Terrell’s ad- 
dress summed up the meaning and purpose of the Home from its very 
beginning, as the extension of our concern for members of our Baptist 
family who reach the sunset years. 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention has traveled far ana wide in 
the person of our own Stan Gallup in his capacity as president of the 
American Baptist Convention. The re-election of the Rev. Richard B. 
Hardy to the program committee and the election of the Rev. Dr. Clayton 
P. Smith as Eastern Vice-President of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Societies have given us added representation in the work of the 
American Baptist Convention. Your secretary is now a member of the 
General Council and has been appointed by that body to membership 
in the American Baptist Extension Corporation. He also serves as 
secretary for the Association of State Secretaries. 

My hope is that more of the secretary’s time can be devoted to 
work in the field. More than anything else, he would like to be a pastor 
to the pastors. 

We are fortunate to have the Rev. Major Johnson and the Rev. F. 
William Ortolf on our staff. Both of them are tireless workers for the 
Kingdom as they answer the needs of churches and our camping pro- 
gram. We shall miss Marcia (Mrs. John R.) Neubert from our secretarial 
staff in the office, but we rejoice in the full-time employment of Mrs. 
M. Edward Clark. Cora has already become an important part of our 
office family. Charlotte Hannum is continuing her valuable assistance 
in the many details connected with camping and Christian Education. 
Mrs. Charles Smith is invaluable as office manager, associate editor of 
the Connecticut Baptist, and secretary to the Executive Secretary. 

I speak a word of commendation for our president, the Rev. Heyward 
M. Foreman. Mr. Foreman is completing his second year as president 
of the convention. A new executive secretary couldn’t have asked for a 
more understanding and helpful president. Mr. Foreman has given 
freely of his time and counsel in many ways. He has attended committee 
meetings too numerous to mention. He has represented our convention 
at church gatherings when it was impossible for our staff to be present. 
In these and many other ways he has given valuable service to our 
convention. And this year, to top it off, his church is host to our con- 
vention. 

Every morning our entire office staff pauses for a ten-minute de- 
votional experience in the Terrell Chapel. Many of you are remembered 
by name in our prayers. We try to recognize the fact that we are more 
than a business office. We are in the business of the Kingdom of God, 
which cannot be separated from the life of the spirit. Will you pray for 
us, while we continue to pray for you. For “We, Too, Seek His Will.” 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION

Many years ago Paul wrote to his young friend Timothy these words 
concerning one of the qualities of a church leader: “Moreover he must 
have a good report....” With these words ringing in our ears, we come 
again to the report of your Director of Christian Education. 

My work is very closely tied with the Committee on Christian 
Education, the Committee on Christian Higher Education and the 
Trustees of the Baptist Camps of Connecticut. Since the reports of these 
various groups are to be presented to the Convention at another time, I 
need not report in detail on their aspect of my work. Some of you might 
be interested in knowing how these various groups function. The 
Committee on Christian Education consists of seven sub-committees 
which carry on the work of the Department. They are the three age 
group committees — children, youth and adult and four functional groups — 
leadership education, missionary and stewardship education, student 
and service personnel counseling and camping. 

Our Committee on Christian Higher Education is subdivided as 
follows: Baptist student work, theological education and in-service 
training, Christian vocational conferences, institutional budget and schol- 
arship program. 

The Trustees of the Baptist Camps of Connecticut have the re- 
sponsibility for the maintenance and improvement of the physical 
property at Camp Wightman. These men and women receive and disburse 
the funds that the churches of our convention place in their budget for 
Camp Wightman. Our Trustees operate a finance committee and a build- 
ing and grounds committee, This year we lose the last of the original 
trustees who started out when this board was organized, Mrs. H„ E. Gale. 
W. E. Wood and A. A. Anderson. To these folks go our sincere thanks 
for a job well done. 

For me to serve all our churches in these many fields would be 
impossible without the constant service and support of the devoted 
people who serve without recompense on these committees. My sincere 
appreciation goes to them and I know the members of our Convention 
join me in this expression. We are fortunate indeed to have able, skilled 
leaders for our combined efforts and I know you will read the report of 
their work with interest. 

It has been my privilege to serve on many committees of the 
Connecticut Council of Churches, the Hartford Council of Churches,, as 
well as some national committees of our American Baptist Convention. 
Through this service and through field work with our associations, I 
endeavor to let the work of our Convention be felt in wider circles than 
our own and to be correlated with other significant work being 
accomplished in the Kingdom of God. 

In drawing this brief report to a close I would like to express my 
sincere appreciation for the present and self-sacrificing spirit of our 
entire state staff. Each has tried to assist the other in performing his task, 
a task which divided in many ways as to definite responsibility, could 
never be accomplished without complete teamwork. Our hours on the 
job are many but the work is interesting and significant. As we continue 
on in our work may we go forward with the continued advice of the 
Apostle Paul, “That whatsoever ye do, do all in the Glory of God.”

EVANGELISM 

We are now in the midst of the Third Year of the Baptist Jubilee 
Advance. Approximately 45 of our churches have participated in the BJA 
Second Year and Third Year, attending the training conferences and 
carrying out some phase of the program in the local church. During 
this Third Year BJA at least five different modes of evangelism will be 
utilized. These are: (1) preaching missions, (2) church directed visitation, 
(3) church-in-world witness, (4) witness through the arts, and (5) the 
church in the home. It will be impossible for churches to carry out 
effectively every mode of evangelism, but if one is not attempted, none 
will be done. Evangelism is the heart-beat of the church and is vital to 
the growth of the kingdom. Pastors, evangelism committees, and boards 
of deacons should feel free to call upon the services of our denomination 
and our staff to help make BJA effective in the local church. 

The ministers received a deepening of their personal spiritual lives 
in the Mission to Ministers which is an annual event in the five year 
Baptist Jubilee Advance. The 1962 Mission will be held at the Lasell 
House, Whitinsville, Mass., February 6-8. 

The Baptist Jubilee Advance will not end in five years. Churches 
that participate in it will profit from it for many years.

Twenty-one churches subscribe for The Connecticut Baptist on the 
group plan of 50^S per family. Individual subscriptions are $1.00 per year 
The total monthly issue averaged approximately 5,100. 

It is hoped that more of the churches will avail themselves of the 
group plan.

We 
appreciate the cooperation the churches have given in revising the names 
and addresses on their rolls and we are anxious to receive changes of 
individual subscriptions.

Since last year’s retreat was blown out by Hurricane Donna, the 
executive board felt that the program might well be rescheduled for the 
seminar, if the speaker was available. This time fortune smiled upon us 
and Dr. James E. Dittes was available. Mr. Dittes, an ordained Baptist 
minister, is an Assistant Professor of Psychology at the Divinity School, 
Yale University, and gave us very practical help in our task of Pastoral 
Counseling. 


The Rev. Jerry C. Freiert, ably assisted oy the Rev. Herbert A. 
Hunt, planned our fall retreat. Dr. Frank R. L. Egloff, psychiarist and staff 
member of the Mental Hygiene Clinic of the Hartford Hospital, spoke 
and led us in discussions on “Tests of an Effective Ministry.'’ Although 
the attendance this year was smaller than usual, this did not affect the 
quality and helpfulness of the retreat, nor dampen the spirit of it. We 
came away with a little better understanding of ourselves and our 
personal ministry. 


Again this year, as is the custom of the Council, we encouraged 
attendance at the Ministers’ Conference at Green Lake by giving 
scholarships.. We were well represented by the Reverends Walter Schoep- 
fer, Albert Sheckells (our National Treasurer^, Carleton Worcester, 
Brenton Arthur and family, and Stan and Irene Conover. Interestingly 
enough, the program at Green Lake was the same as that of our spring 
seminar: Pastoral Counseling. 


Last year in my report I made two recommendations — first: that the 
annual meeting of the Council be held in the spring rather than in the 
fall; and second: that the time of the annual retreat be changed from 
fall to spring. After another year of observation I am more than ever 
convinced of the advisability of this. However, since I went into the 
reasons thoroughly last year I will not list them again. 

In closing I would like to express my appreciation for the opportunity 
and privilege of serving as your president for the past two years. It has 
been an experience 1 shall look back upon and cherish. I have made new 
friends and strengthened old ties. I feel that I have gained much from 
these two years, far more than I could contribute, and I thank you all.

Special gifts and moneys coming in through the Institutional 
Budget from the local churches all help to meet this large budget. Such 
gifts are most welcome by the board. 

The much-needed Expansion Fund grows very slowly. We are truly 
grateful to the Woman’s Baptist -Mission Society of Connecticut who 
some years ago had the vision to start a fund by giving gifts which total 
$6,920.03. This fund now has the grand total of $14,587.64 because of 
designated gifts which have been received. 

Also, we are grateful to the Woman’s Board of the Home for their 
interest and efforts put into action which bring many dollars and provide 
many necessities for the Home. 

In March we begin a new decade. We will look forward with antici- 
pation for greater things to happen.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT

This year of 1961 has been outstanding as the Pierce Memorial 
Baptist Home celebrated 10 years of service to the older Baptists of 
Connecticut. On May 7 about 400 friends gathered at the Home for this 
happy occasion and to dedicate an electric spinet organ. The plaque 
presented at this time reads as follows: 


SUNDAY AFTERNOON, THE SEVENTH DAY IN THE 
MONTH OF MAY, IN THE YEAR OF OUR LORD, 1961 
TO THE GLORY OF GOD AND TO THE SERVICE; OF 
THE RESIDENTS OF 

THE PIERCE MEMORIAL BAPTIST HOME 
THIS ORGAN WAS DEDICATED IN LOVING MEMORY 
OF, AND IN RECOGNITION OF THE DEVOTED AND 
EFFECTIVE SERVICES OF 

THE FIRST SUPERINTENDENT OF THE HOME, 
THE REVEREND HARLEY R. NELSON, 

THE GIFT OF HIS MANY FRIENDS AND MEMBERS 
OF HIS FAMILY. 
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The other gifts to the Home have been very good. So far $2,001.80 
has been contributed by the churches; $3,490.76 Anniversary Fund; 
2 new hospital beds by Miss Ruth Rosebrooks, Willimantic; a new TV 
given in memory of Mr. Frank Hopkins by his widow and friends; 
$1,000.00 from the estate of Miss Caroline Fish, a former resident of the 
Home; $2,123.18 from the estate of Mr. Charles Strickland; the Cyrus S. 
and Lucy M. Bestor Memorial Fund has been increased $4,358.64; nearly 
6,000 cans of fruit and vegetables were received in the Harvest Offering. 

The Woman’s Board, under the consecrated leadership of Mrs. 
Elwood Stewart, continues to play a very important part in the life of the 
Home. Their source of income is from the Garden Party held at the 
time of the Chicken Barbecue. With this money much is done for the 
Home. Awnings have been installed around the solarium; $500.00 given 
toward the mortgage; $100.00 to the Anniversary Fund; a folding bed 
screen; and a beautiful sink and counter installed in the basement. 
Eleven dishcloths, 83 dishwipers, 26 hospital johnnies; 14 dozen bed 
pads, 1 bedpan and a hand-knit afghan have been given by the members 
of this board or their women’s group. Mrs. Bertha Fuller, a member of 
the board, and her daughters gave a beautiful stainless steel truck for 
trays, in memory of Mr. Fuller. Several teas are held during the year 
to which the residents look forward. 

We feel quite dressed up and refreshed with all the painting that 
has been done, namely the solarium, kitchen, small dining room, 
nurses utility room and front porch. 

Only $2,000.00 remains to be paid on the mortgage. 

The number of ministers that come to the Home each Sunday is in- 
creasing. Some bring their young people, some their choir and organist 
to assist them. Those giving of their time and energy for this wonderful 
service to the residents of the Home, from September 1, 1960 to Septem- 
ber 1, 1961, are as follows: Rev. E. Story Hildreth once a month, and 
serving communion; Rev. Charles Ihloff, Brooklyn; Rev. Warren Molton, 
Poquonock Bridge; Mr,. C. Stanton Gallup,, Plainfield; Rev. Donald 
Robinson and young people, Danielson; Rev. Carleton Worcester, Stoning- 
ton; Rev. Wade Hiltabidel, Old Mystic; Rev. Samuel Binch, First, New 
Haven; Rev. William Benson and choir, Willimantic; Rev. Abbott 
Whitmarsh, West Haven; Rev. James McBride, Central, Hartford; Rev. 
John Zendzian and B. Y. F., First, New London; Rev. Brenton J. K. Arthur 
and B.Y. F., Putnam; Rev. Allan McGaw and B. Y., F., Branford; Rev. 
Paul King, Warrenville; Rev. Henry Doughty, South Woodstock; Rev. 
Donald Lossing, Moosup; Rev. Richard Purchase, Lebanon; Rev. J. 
Stanton Conover and B. Y. F., Asylum Avenue, Hartford; Grace, Meriden

Many, many worthy Baptists are waiting and hoping 
to become residents of the Home but there is no room and the vacancies 
are very few.

The Board of Trustees is a group of men and women chosen by you 
to manage, maintain, expand and keep up the physical properties of the 
Baptist Camps of Connecticut, Inc. 

The Board of Trustees have met four times this year. At the first 
meeting these officers were elected: Chairman,. Rev. Fred Trevorrow; 
Secretary, Rev. Warren L. Molton; and Treasurer, Mr. Walter Parker. 
The following committees were appointed: Buildings and Grounds, In- 
surance and Finance. The latter committee with the Rev. Donald A. 
Robinson, Chairman, has been very active. 

The task of repairs and maintenance is done by and under the 
direction of Mr. Cathcart, a member of the Jewett City Church, with the 
aid of volunteers and student workers in the summertime. During the 
past year the necessary maintenance work has been performed to close 
camp in the fall and to open it in the spring. 

These improvements have been made to the following buildings: 
The Tuller Administration Building has been painted, cement walks 
installed in the front and the rear; the Reynolds Student Staff House 
was painted inside, permanent floors laid and a sidewalk and steps 
installed; a permanent floor was installed in the Raff Dining Hall; the 
Wayland House has been clapboarded, floors and roof installed; the 
Campbell Staff House was painted inside and the floor repaired; the 
Meyer Health Lodge has been painted inside, molding and floors have 
been installed. A cement floor has been installed in the garage of the 
Campbell Staff House. We hope to make this the Camp Store next year. 
At the beginning of the camping season the camp road was repaired. 
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We want to thank all of our churches, societies, and individuals for 
their gifts and financial support. We especially thank the members of the 
Woman’s Baptist Mission Society for their generous gift which made it 
possible for us to install the tile floor in the Raff Dining Hall. 


We are grateful to the Rev. F. William Ortolf for his labors on 
behalf of our camp and its programs. We thank the Rev. Nicholas Titus 
for his interest and helpfulness. 


In conclusion, we invite your suggestions and constructive criticism. 
We urge each of our churches to include Camp Wightman in their

Minutes 

The 123rd annual meeting of the Fairfield Association was held at 
the Stepney Baptist Church on Saturday, February 24, 1962. The Rev. 
Ralph H. Seguine, Jr., moderator, called the meeting to order at 1:15 p.m. 
and the Rev. Charles J. Sargent, Jr. conducted the worship service and 
led in a meditation, “One Step at a Time.” Rev. Fred Trevorrow, pastor 
of the host church, welcomed the association and Mr. Seguine responded 
for the association. 

Rev. Richard Boddie, program chairman, presented the program 
which was adopted. The secretary-treasurer’s report was read and ac- 
cepted. The Rev. William Hicks, chairman, reviewed the nine resolutions 
for the resolutions committee.

There is 
new material coming from the A.B.C. on stewardship. Mr. Johnson said 
the fourth year of B.J.A. involves “Social Concern.” A training program 
will be started needing two people from each church. 
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The Nomination Committee presented its report which was accepted. 
It was voted to close the nominations and empower the secretary to cast 
one ballot in favor of the slate of officers presented. (Officers listed above.) 

It was voted to adopt as read and amended the report on Resolutions. 

Mrs. Harley R. Nelson, superintendent of the Pierce Home, reported 
on the finances of the home. Last year started with a deficit of $4,000 and 
ended with one of $3,000. She expressed appreciation to those ministers 
who had conducted Sunday services at the Home. 

Rev. Harvey Cox, Program Associate, Division of Evangelism of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society, was introduced and spoke on the 
B.J.A. program of Evangelism. “The central meaning of the church is 
evangelism which takes many forms. Some efforts have been distortions 
of Biblical meaning. Evangelism should not be a scare program, a mem- 
bership drive or a selling program. Part of the central thrust is to teach 
people to speak out intelligently about what it means to be a Christian. 
We should become articulate, but it does no good to talk about our be- 
liefs if we cannot bridge the gap of race, creed and nationality.” 

'The filmstrip, “Outside the Doors,” was; presented. This demonstrated 
that our primary responsibility for Christian witness is at our place of 
work. The meeting recessed to workshop sessions for women, men, 
young people and ministers. The workshops, with the theme taken from 
the filmstrip, were very rewarding experiences for those participating. 

Dinner was served by our Stepney hosts. At this time Mr. Trevorrow 
spoke of the Pierce Home and Camp Wightman and their need for our 
prayers, time and money. 

The meeting reconvened in the sanctuary at 7:05 with an opening 
prayer by the Rev. Richard Boddie. Mr. Allen Jackson of the Youth 
Fellowship read from Matthew 24:31-46. It was voted to take an offering, 
one half to be given to Pierce Home, the other half to the Baptist Camps 
of Connecticut. 

The officers for 1962 were installed by the Rev. Major L. Johnson. 

It was voted to accept the committee reports. A rising vote of 
thanks was given to our Stepney hosts. A rising vote of thanks was also 
given to the Rev. Ralph Seguine, retiring moderator, for his work in the 
association.

Minutes 

The 172nd annual meeting of the Hartford Baptist Association was 
held at the Bristol Baptist Church on Saturday, May 13, 1961. 

The meeting was opened at 5:00 p.m. with a missionary address by 
the Rev. Donald L, Ellis who accompanied his talk with beautiful colored 
slides. Mr. Ellis is an American Baptist missionary to Banza Manteke, 
Belgian Congo, Africa, who with his wife and family were among those 
evacuated last July. Mr. Ellis supervised educational and evangelistic 
work of the mission schools and personnel in an area the size of Con- 
necticut. Mrs. Ellis taught in the homemaking school. 

Supper was served by the ladies of the Bristol church, followed by 
a fellowship period led by Rev. Kenneth M. Cooper of Torrington. Rev. 
James W. McBride of the Central Church, Hartford and moderator of the 
association, expressed thanks to the women for the supper and to the 
church for their Christian hospitality. 

Mr. McBride conducted the business meeting. The following reports 
were presented and accepted. 

1. News from the churches read by the clerk. Thirteen churches 
out of twenty-three submitted reports, indicating a total of 142 
baptisms, 141 members received by letter, 43 members received 
otherwise; 50 recorded deaths, 126 losses by letter, 69 otherwise; 
making a gain of 81. Resident members, 3,832; non-resident mem- 
bers, 936. 

2. Treasurer’s report. 

3. Nominating Committee’s report. 

4. All other reports were printed and distributed. 
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The following new business was brought before the association: “Pro- 
posed Constitution for the Hartford Baptist Association,” read by the 
Rev. Jerry C. Freiert of Canton. 

The Constitution Committee of the Hartford Association recommends 
that number 1, 4 and 6 By-Laws be amended. 

1. The annual meeting of the Association shall be held on the second 
Sunday of October. Other meetings may be held at the call of the 
moderator - to read: The annual meeting shall be held in the 
month of May. Other meetings may be held at the call of the 
moderator. 

4. It is expected that each church will contribute to the Association 
for its work on the basis of two cents per resident member - to 
read: It is expected that each church will contribute to the Associ- 
ation for its work on the basis of five cents per resident member. 

6. Each member church shall make full annual statistical reports 
to the convention, the report to cover the period from May first to 
April thirtieth of the following year - to read: Each member 
church shall make full annual statistical report to the convention, 
the report to cover the period from January first to December 
thirty-first. 

The committee also recommends a complete study and thorough 
revision of the constitution. 

A report of Baptist witness in our new communities, with specific 
examples, was brought by Rev. Dr. Clayton F. Smith, Rev. Jerry C. 
Freiert and Rev. Donald R. Mills. 

The evening worship was conducted by Rev., Herbert A. Hunt. Rev. 
James McBride introduced our guest speaker, the Rev. Dr. Lincoln B. 
Wadsworth, secretary for Church Extension and Edifice Funds of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Societies. Dr. Wadsworth brought greet- 
ings from the Home Mission Society and gave an outline of “The Chal- 
lenge of Church Extension,” (1) Evangelism, (2) establishing new church- 
es, (3) special ministry; establishing a church ministry wherever the 
need appears; establishing churches in other lands - Mexico, Haiti, Cuba 
and Hawaii. Dr. Wadsworth said it was very easy to see the need if it 
is far away from home, and it is very easy not to see the need if it is 
in our own area. We must serve the suburban area or somebody else will. 

Dr. Wadsworth asked what to do when you want to start a church? 
His answer was to find a need - then work with the state convention and 
they will call on the Home Mission Society when there is an opportunity 
to work together. 

After a hymn the Rev. Holger N. Schluntz, pastor of the host church, 
pronounced the benediction and the association adjourned. There were 
about 110 present with 13 churches represented out of 23.

Minutes 

The 190th session -of the Stonington Union Baptist Association and the 
146th' session of the New London Baptist Association, meeting as the 
Stonington Union-New London Baptist Association for its first annual 
meeting since the merger of the two associations on September 18, 1960, 
was held at the Central Baptist Church of Norwich on May 26, 1961. The 
meeting began with a banquet at 6:30 p.m. 

The Rev. Warren L. Molton, moderator, called the business meeting 
to order at 8:00 p.m. The Rev. Earl Abel led in singing the hymn, “Renew 
Our Church, Her Ministries Restore,” which was written by the Rev. 
Kenneth L. Cober. Visiting personalities were introduced and apprecia- 
tion to the host church was expressed. 

Minutes of the previous meetings of the two associations were re- 
ceived as read. The treasurer reported receipts of $694.50 and disburs- 
ments of $521.49, with a balance May 19, 1961 of $173.02. In addition, 
$15,254.37 was reported in two trust funds. 

Roll call of churches indicated 105 pastors and delegates representing 
22 of 27 churches. There were more than 50 visitors present. 

Rev. Dr. Merle H. Mason, chairman of the Church Affairs Committee, 
reported that assistance given to the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Baptist Church 
is our outstanding and joyful task. 

Rev. Miss Edith M. Northrop, chairman of the Pastoral Affairs Com- 
mittee, reported that 85% of the ministers had completed their question- 
naires within one week. A recommendation to proceed with ordination 
plans for Ralph Thacker has been granted. 
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Rev. Forrest K. Emerson, chairman of the Christian Education Com- 
mittee, reported that B.J.A. 2nd year “saw the churches pressing on . . . 
to grow in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus 
Christ.” A vacation church school training workshop was attended by 40 
persons from six churches. A training institute for church school teachers 
will be held at the Central Church, Norwich, on Sunday evenings, October 
8, 15 and 22, and will provide teacher training credit in “Methods of 
Teaching.” It is planned to have a missionary available in our area for 
about ten days in January. A school of missions workshop is scheduled 
for November. 

The Rev. Wade Hiltabidel, chairman of the Missions and Evangelism 
Committee, stressed the goals of the B.J.A. 3rd year program. 

Mr. John M. Kamercia, chairman of the Social Education and Action 
Committee, pointed out the need for active social action committees at 
the local church level. Every church should send a delegate to the social 
action workshop scheduled at the Pierce Baptist Home on September 9, 
1961. 

The Rev. Carleton E. Worcester, chairman of the Ecumenical Affairs 
Committee, noted that association Baptists are active in this area of 
church work. 

Mr. Royce Gray, chairman of the Stewardship and Finance Commit- 
tee, reported that the committee has endeavored to fulfill its responsi- 
bilities actively in the true spirit of the association merger. He presented 
a budget recommendation of $820.00 for the year ending May, 1962. An 
apportionment of one-third of one percent of the gross operating income 
of each church for the preceding year, as reported to the association in 
their annual church letter, was recommended. 

The moderator called for the reading of the resignation of Mrs. Clif- 
ford Taylor as chairman of the Communications Committee. Her report 
noted that three issues of “Association Life” had been circulated and that 
four churches have requested a specific number of copies. The Rev. 
Richard T. Purchase, who has been assisting Mrs. Taylor, said that “We 
have only begun; our paper can become something quite vital ... a 
unified witness for Jesus Christ.” 

Miss Juanita Kramer, chairman of the Program Committee, presented 
a copy of the evening program to the clerk and moved that the fall meet- 
ing date be set for September 17, 1961. Seconded and voted affirmatively. 

Mrs. Frederick Johnston, president of the Woman’s Mission Society, 
reported 15 active societies and four contacts in other churches. Lebanon 
is sponsoring a new Girls’ Guild. The Love Gift has been over-subscribed. 

The Rev. Floyd LaBombard, president SU-NL Association Ministers’ 
Council, reported that the group meets bi-monthly. 

MSV affirmatively to accept all reports as read. After discussion it 
was MSV affirmatively that the budget for the year 1961-62 be set as a 
goal and request that each church seek to meet it in so far as they are 
able. 

The Rev. Donald M. Lossing, chairman of the Nominating Committee, 
placed the name of Rev. Richard Purchase on the ballot as chairman of 
the Communications for the ensuing year. All other officers and chairmen 
remained the same as last year. 

It was announced that the Stonington Union Bible School Convention, 
after 104 years of existence, passed the following resolution: “Whereas the 
Stonington Union Bible School Convention has served our area for many 
years with distinction in the field of Christian Education and; Whereas its 
work has been incorporated in the SU-NL Baptist Association; Be it 
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resolved that the Stonington Union Bible School Convention be dissolved 
and existing records be turned over to the clerk of the Stonington Union- 
New London Baptist Association for historical preservation.” 

Upon the recommendation of the Church Affairs Committee of No- 
vember 20, 1960, the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Baptist Church was officially 
received into the Stonington Union-New London Association by unani- 
mous vote. The pastor, Mr. Ralph Thacker, responded with deep grati- 
tude for the help of the association. 

MSV affirmatively for adjournment at 9:45. 

Following the business meeting, an evening program, “From the 
Churches, With Love,” was written and narrated by Miss Juanita Kramer 
and the Rev. Floyd LaBombard with representative slides and pictures 
from the churches illustrating the work that they have done during the 
year. Two new pastors scheduled to arrive during the summer were 
announced: the Rev. Paul Schoonmaker at Jewett City and the Rev. C. 
Burtis Crooks at Voluntown.

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PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Rev. Dr. Merle H. Mason, Chairman 


The Permanent Council consists of nine members chosen to be repre- 
sentative of all the associations with the terms of one-third of the mem- 
bers expiring annually. The duties of this Council are two-fold. First, 
candidates for ordination within the state are invited to review the 
standards of ordination of our State and National Ministers’ Associations 
and are requested to conform to the standards adopted by our own State 
Convention as printed in our State Convention Annual for the year 1960, 
page 83. Upon notification of a pending association examination of a 
candidate for ordination, the chairman of this Council sends one of its 
members to be present at and participate in the examination. Failure 
of the candidate to conform to the standards would normally result in 
this representative of the Council reporting to the Council, which would 
then consider what action it might take or what recommendations it 
might offer to the examining body. 

During the year your Council has been happy to share in the ordina- 
tion of two young men to the Christian ministry. These men are Frank 
D. Jopp, Jr. and David M. Lockyer. 

During the year the Council set up for itself certain matters for study 
relative to ordination. One has to do with possible modification of wording 
in our by-laws as to certain qualifications expected of a candidate. An- 
other has to do with the privileges and practices pertaining to “license 
to preach.” These matters are presently under consideration, one ques- 
tion in particular having arisen as to the ministry of the “licensed” min- 
ister in relation to the dedication of infants. 

The second responsibility of the Permanent Council is to send repre- 
sentatives, upon request, to assist churches in their relationship to their 
pastors or to the Convention. One pleasant task during the year was to 
cooperate with associational and other bodies in the forming of the Led- 
yard-Gales Ferry Baptist Church, a new venture in faith with much 
promise for the years ahead.

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ORDINATION 

Standards of Ordination 

The Minister’s Council will endeavor to maintain the following 
standards for ordination: 

1. The candidate for ordination shall be a member of the church 
which ordains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination shall be on the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Ministerial Standing of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention and shall be sent to all of the churches of its association. 

3. Education qualifications for ordination shall be: 

a. Standard college and theological studies with graduation. 

b. Or, standard theological studies with graduation besides two 
years of college study. 

4. If a candidate for ordination has not had the educational prepara- 
tion listed above, his ordination shall not be granted until he has com- 
pleted at least a two-year course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination shall have completed his course of 
studies and shall be either a pastor or pastor-elect or under appointment 
for missionary or religious work. 

6. A candidate for ordination must satisfy the ordaining council by 
being able to give clear convictions of truth upon subjects kindred to 
God; the Person of Christ; the work of the Holy Spirit; the church and 
its ordinances; world wide missions; and by giving evidence of the im- 
plications of these truths in their relationship to the life of the individual, 
the life of the church, and the life of the world. 


Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a 
meeting of the candidate with the examining committee of the Associa- 
tion Permanent Council and makes contact with the State Permanent 
Council, forwarding full data as to the qualifications of the candidates. 

2., Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the 
Association Permanent Council after it has advised the State Council, 
the church calls said Association Council through its moderator to as- 
semble as a council of examining for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President 
and General Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council, 
and such other guests as the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination should 
not be set until after the council of examination has recommended that 
the church proceed with the ordination service. 

5. Where there is no Association Permanent Council the church of 
which the candidate is a member should present the candidate to the 
State Permanent Council for examination and upon its recommendation 
proceed to call a council of examination for ordination. Invitations to 
the council should be issued as in Sec. 3, above. 

6. Clerk of each association should file the minutes of the action of 
the Association Permanent Council with the State Convention Permanent 
Council.
